Health  Protection  &  Promotion  Act,  (S.O.  1983, c. 10 
This  new  act  is  designed  to  replace  the 
Ontario  Public  Health  Act,  which  was,  for 
the  most  part,  repealed.  The  act  deals  with 
community  health  and  protection,  imposing 
a  duty  on  medical  officers  of  health  to 
inspect  premises  for  health  hazards.  Inspectors 
are  empowered  to  make  orders  to  deal  with  any 
hazards.  Orders  may  be  appealed  to  a  Board 
hearing,  and  further  to  Divisional  Court. 

The  Governor  in  Council  may  make  regulations 
prescribing  standards,  making  exemptions,  etc.
